Claims 14-18 are allowed. 



Reasons For Allowance 



2. Claims 14-18 are allowed because the recited combination of elements of a catheter unit 
including a housing, an introducer sheath, a needle within the lumen of the introducer sheath, 
porous member coupled to the housing having a porosity of 35-55% and a movable blunting 
member within the needle bore and having a lumen and an open proximal end adjacent to a flash 
chamber is not found nor fairly taught in the prior art of record.
